WAR IS DREADED.

Funeral hymns and the national 
anthem were sung and prayers were 
said by a Protestant clergyman, a 
Catholic priest and a Jewish rabbi. 
Gen. Pershing and Maurice Case- 
nave, French high commissioner, 
laid wreaths upon the coffins of Cor- 
poral Gresham and Privates Enright 
and Hay. 

When the solemn speeches and 
the songs of mourning had ceased, 
a bugler played “taps.” As the last 
note sounded, relatives and the 
friends bexan looking fer the cof- 
fins that bore the bodies of their 
loved ones. Each casket was num- 
bered and attendants directed kin 
and friends to the section of the 
pier which was the temporary tomb 
of their dead. 

SCENES ARE PATHETIC. 
Always when the sought-for cof- 
fin was found there would be a 
scene of pathetic tenderness. A 
gray-haircd mother, dressed in the 
black of sorrow, would look along 
the floor for the number .which 
identified the coffin of her loved one 
among the thousands and finding it, 
sometimes she would break down. 
and some times she would bear up 
in silence. Many veterans would be 
heard to say, as they found the pine 
box they sought: He was my 
buddy.” 

Gen. Pershing said: 

“No words from human lips can 
do fitting honor to the memory of 
these men. Their story will live 
to inspire Americans down through 
the ages. They gave all. and ig the 
giving, left us the fine example, not 
only of how Americans can die, but 
how they should live. We shall 
leave them in some beautiful spot 
where little children may come and 
learn what their fathers have done 
for their country and for the world. 

“Before us lies the bodies of the 
first three Americans to lose their 
lives on the field of France. It was 
given to them to point the way to 
the millions of their fellows.”

CHICAGO, July 11.—For every 
job open in Chicago there are three 
applicants. In some lines of work 
the proportion is greater, but this 
is the average announced by the 
general advisory board of the II- 
rols Free Employment Service, 
which maintains thirteen offices in 
eleven cities of the State. 

The Federal government has 
stepped in to do what it can rela- 
tive to the pressing situation. It 
has divided the country into nine 
districts and opened employment of- 
fices in each district. The one of 
which Chicago is the center, covers 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Michigan and 
Wisconsin. 

Chicago leads with the number 
of unemployed men, proportionately

QUESTION OF WAR. 

“If America gives us friendship 
it will win the eternal gratitude of 
our people. If war with Japan were 
to come, which I do not think like- 
ly, the Filipinos would fight on the 
side of America. If you hold us 
against our will and war comes, we 
might not fight for you. 

“What is necessary is to have a 
definite understanding as to when 
we can have independence, so that 
we can go to work with a true heart 
at solving our problems.”

erate white persons in the United States 
is about as high tod@y as at the time the 
Federal Constitution was adopted. Based 
on the experience of the selective draft, one 
person in four in this country is unable to 
read or write the English language. 

When you consider that the most of these 
flliterates possess the right of suffrage it 
becomes apparent that there is a vast 
amount of educational work yet to be per- 
formed before the whole of the American 
people will be capable of self-government. 
Why the number of the uneducated should 
be so great is difficult to determine; for 
most of the States have enacted compul- 
sory education laws and there would appear 
to be no good reason why every sane per- 
son should not know at least the funda 
mental? of the English language. That the 
condition exists is indisputable and the pres- 
ent is less concerned with the origina! cause 
than with finding a remedy. : 

In a recent address delivered before the 
National Education Association Dr. John 
T. Tigert said that illiteracy is slowly being 
eradicated. If this be true, the percentage 
a few years ago must have been still higher 
‘tham that of today. Of course, the fact 


that so many are unable to read and write 


the English language does not mean that 
all are ignorant of any language. In a num- 
ber of States in the Middle West there for- 
merly were public schools conducted in for- 
eign languages. In a number of German 
communities text-books printed in an alien 
tongue were used and American children 
in such districts were forced to attend pri- 
vate schools to secure an education in the 
language in which the Constitution and the 
laws of this country are written. 

These conditions have been changed since 
the war; for that great struggle brought 
about a renaissance of Americanism all over 
the country. But the percentage of H- 
eracy in some communities is appalling. 

to the reports of the Nationa: 
Education Association the comparative num 
ber of illiterates in the country districts is 
double that in the cities. This is probably 
explained in part by the fact that the laws 
affecting compulsory education are more 
rigidly enforced in the municipalities than 
in the suburban communities. 

Educators have discovered that for a pe- 
riod of ten years before the war a propa- 
ganda was maintained in foreign settle- 
ments in this country against the English 
language. Agitators sought to discourage 
the learning of written English by imm 
grants. Appeals were made to thelr na- 
tional pride to not desert the mother tongue. 
In this way they were much easier to in- 
fluence; for they could not be expected to 
feel a great love for a country whose lan- 
guage they could not understand. Amer- 
icanization can undo this evil; but it must 
be an Americanization that manifests it- 
self in establishing schools for the foreign- 
ers, the middle-aged as well as the young, 
and that does not expend its force in plat- 
form addresses and passing resolutions. 

Lack of co-ordination in educational move- 
ments is one of the besetting sins of our 
times. Our intentions are good, but we be- 
gin too many things in educational lines 
without finishing them. The problem of 
eradicating illiteracy is one that can prob- 
ably be handled better by the individual 
States than by the Federal government. 
The National Education Association favors 
a Federal Department of Education, with a 
Secretary in the Cabinet. The objection to 
that plan is that it will weaken our efforts. 
If the Federal government took charge of 
education the State governments would do 


expense of many millions of dollars a year 
would be entailed without corresponding 
benefits. This is a question that the States 
can and should handle themselves. Shifting 
responsibility is both careless and cowardly.

ation, are to a considerable extent 
employed as a result af misused lei- 
sure time, city officials are becom- 
ing convinced of the dollars-and- 
cents value of preventive measures. 
It has also been shown them that 
advantageous use of leisure time is 
of definite benefit to a community. 
Recreation that really rests and re- 
creates means greater efficiency in 
business. And what is true of the 
cities is equally true in the small 
town or rural community. 

The realization of these facts has 
led to the development of a Com- 
munity Service organization, grow- 
ing out of the War Camp Commu- 
nity Service. It works by sending 
out organizers to places that want 
to establish some form of commu- 
nity recreation. Song leaders, ath- 
letic directors or other experts are 
also sent from the Community Serv- 
ice headquarters at New York if 
they are needed. The aim, how- 
ever, is to help the community de- 
velop its own workers, and as soon 
as community center activities are 
running smoothly the imported 
helpers go on to other work. 

A different plan has to be worked 
out for each city or town. No two 
cities have exactly the same inter- 
esta or the same amount of money 
to put into recreation, or the same 
facilit 


les. 

In Chicago the local community 
service is particularly concerned 
with promoting organized play 
among the stockyard workers. Play 
where adults are concerned means, 
of course, baseball, dancing, athiet- 
ics, singing and contests of various 


kinds. 

Flint, Mich., is interested in pag- 
eantry. Richmond, Va., is working 
especially with roped-off street play 
and playgrounds for children. In 
Connorsville, Ind., community sports 
have developed from the use of a 
vacant lot, where the men pitched 
horseshoes in the evening, inte three 
well-established community centers. 
Lowell, Mass., specializes in girls’ 
athietic clubs, and Wilmington, 
Del., is trying community recreation 
to promote good citizenship among 
foreigners. | 

Altogether 230 communities are 
organized under the Community 
Service.

A year ago this 
well was drilled to 4118 feet, de- 
veloped a bad fishing job and was 
suspended. The showing now ap- 
pearing at almost 300 feet above the 
original depth might indicate that 
something might have been over- 
looked with the rotary in the first 
drilling. The work is going splen- 
didly now and the Clark company 
should have a producer soon. 

The Petroleum Midway has made 
one of the big producers of the 
Richfield district out of the Rich- 
field-Consolidated’s No. 2. The Pe- 
troleum Midway took over the Con- 
solidated’s property three months 
ago. At that time No. 1 was pro- 
ducing a little oil, and No. 2 was 
in such condition that fear was en- 
tertained that the well would be lost 
entirely. Under the personal super- 
vision of T. J. Crumpton, general 
superintendent of the Petroleum 
Midway, the well was recovered and 
made a 500-barrel well. Considering 
the condition the well was in and 
the length of time it had been in 
its unproductive state the work is 
* y of some mention. 

PROMISING OUTLOOK. 

Richfield- Yorba is now looking up 
and indications warrant the predic- 
tion that this company will be in 
the producing list of the Richfield 
operators before long. No. 1 is now 
drilling at 3400 feet and the forma- 
tion is showing enough oi! sand in 
the sandy shale to make the outlook 
promising for production. Almost a 
year ago the Richfield-Yorba drilled 
to 3200 feet, but never got enough 
production to make the well pay. 

The Standard Oil Company is now 
in a class by itself for deep drilling 
with the rotary. Ralph Winger. 
Standard Ol! field superintendent, is 
making a wonderful record and is 
now regarded as the most success- 
ful deep roMry man the petroleum 
industry has produced. Loftus and 
O'Bryan No. 1 was carried to 5097 
feet and cemented. Vejar No. 1, 
a deep-test well, is making hole at 
5100 feet with the same ease that 
it did at 3100 feet. Winger drilled 
a number of the Kraemer No. 2 
property well to 4200 and 4300 feet 
and brought in 1000 and 1500-bar- 
rel wells without any special! difficul- 
ty or trouble. . 

WILDCAT PROGRESS. 

In all but one of the new wild- 


cat fields good progress has been 
made during the past week. At 
Westminster the Westminster Oi! 
Company is temporarily held up 
with a fishing job at 3100 feet. The 


usual good time drilling at Garden 
Grove. At 2500 feet this well has 
not shown anything to get excited 
over. However, the 
changes are being watched very 
closely. The Petroleum Midway at 
Buena Park is getting down withous 
any delays. The drilling is now at 
2400 feet. 

A few days ago rig lumber for a 
new well was dropped off near the 
boulevard two miles west of Garden 
Grove. Investigation developed that 
a new company is going into this 
wildcat field. The new concern is 
known as the California-Oregon De- 
velopment Company and hag taken 
a lease on the Parmalee ranch.

The Whitley Ol and Refining 
Company is about ready to add some 
new production to the field's output 
at Rideout Heights, Whittier. Whit- 
ley No. 5, a new well, was drilled in 
at 2345 feet and has made sufficent 
pumping tests to prove that it will 
be better than a 100-barrel well. No. 
6 is drilling out the cement and 
will be pushed right ahead. No. 7 
is to be started soon. The getting of 
new production by the Whitley 
Company is not onby giving the com- 
pany much new development incen- 
tive, but lends a much-needed en- 
couragement to the field. 

START NEW WORK. 

The Ocean View Oil Company lo- 
cated in the Whittier field has met 
with sufficient success in the clean- 
ing out and getting into production 
condition its first well that other de- 
velopment work is being started. No. 
1 Ocean View was cleaned out at

Ou Company did something that 
may lead the California operators 
to believe that the practice of shoot- 
ing welle as done in the eastern 
fields may be a good thing for the 
California field. The Western Pacific 
stuck a string of tubing through «a 
faulty cement job. All the pipe that 
could be cut off was cut and pulled. 
A shot fired at 3100 feet to break 
the tubing and pipe started the well 
to flow. It is now*necessary to put 
the well on the pump to remove all 
the excess oll before the redrilling 
work can go ahead. Should the well 
make a commercial! producer it will 
be allowed to produce as it is. 

The Bardeen Oil Company has de- 
cided to go deeper at Puente. At 
2156 feet a commercial well seemed 
very possible. With the tools and ev- 
erything in position to go deeper, the 
decision was reached to go ahead 
and drill farther into the sands. 

The Puente hills are no more the 
private operating place of the Bar- 
deen Oil Company. Two other con- 
cerns are in the field and expect to 
start operations soon.

MEXICO’S OIL 
FUTURE BRIGHT. 


Expert Doesn’t Worry About 
Rumors of Slump. 

Tells History of Development 
Below Rio Grande. 
Thinks New Petroleum Fields 
Will Replace Old.

(@PECTAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 
CITY OF MEXICO, July ¢.—Much 
information of interest and value 
concerning the oil industry of Mex- 
ico Was given by George Blardone 
in an address before the Interna- 
tional Trade Congress at its recent 
session here. Mr. Blardone is said 
to have an intimate and authoritative 
knowledge of the history of oll de- 


velopment in this country. Declar- 
ing that in his opinion there is no 


occasion for panicky pessimism 
about the future production of oll in 
Mexico, he said: 


The first serious attempts to 
produce petroleum in the Republic 
of Mexico synchronize with the be- 
ginning of the present century. In 
1904 Mexican Petroleum Company 
(Doheny -Canfield) operations at

on. 
“By 1907 the production of oll in 
Mexico was placed at 1,000,000 bar- 
rels, practically all of which was de- 
rived from the Ebano field. 


GUSHERS DEVELOPED. 


“In 1910 Mexico commenced to 
take rank as an oil producing coun- 
try. The great pools of Juan Ca- 
siano and Potrero del Llano de- 
veloped the gishers that became fa- 
mous. The Topila pool was discov- 
ered; the discovery well at Panuco 
was completed. The exploitation of 
this new production commenced in 
1911, resulting in the production of 
13,000,000 barrels, an increase of 
9,000,000 barrels over the year pre- 


ng. 

In 1918 the commercial produc- 
tion of crude oll in this republic 
totaled 65,605,422 barrels. The pro- 
duction for 1919 totaled $2,402,055 
barrels, of which 77,703,289 barrels 
were exported. 

“The production of petroleum in 
Mexi during 1920 was, according 
to estimate, 163,038,983 barrels, 
of which more than 150,000,000 bar- 
rels were exported,

STORY OF OIL. 


“To quote Dr. Goyler, the first 
written record of the occurrence of 
petroleum in the Western Hemi- 
sphere is in the writings of Father 
Sahagun, who described Mexico dur- 
ing the latter part of the sixteenth 
‘century in the years immediately 
_following the conquest. This men- 
tion antedates the description of a 
petroleum spring within the boun- 
daries of what is now New York 
State, the latter being in the writ- 


ings of a Franciscan missionary 
dated 1629 
“The next general mention of 


troleum in this country was in 1672. 
and this was soon followed by the 
Autroy attempts to gather enough 
petroleum from the springs in what 
is now known as the Furbero dis- 
| trict, in the vicinity of Papantia, to 
‘refine in a still. It was not success- 
ful. Some fifteen wells were drilled 
in this terrftory, but none of them 
reached a depth sufficient te prove 
anything. 

“Then came the Doheny-Canfield 
interests into Ebano, where in 1901 
they completed the discovery well of 
this pool and by persistent drilling 
had proses it to be a commercial 
pool by 1904. About the same time 
the Pearson interests were making 
headway with their explorations in 
the Isthmus of Tehuantepec. These 
operations saw the commencement 
of Mexico's real petroleum history. 


RUSH DRILLING. 


“Drilling today are be- 
ing rushed in what is called the 
middie Amatian field, extending into 
Lower Amatian, which, geological- 
ly, is joined with Zacamixtle. Zaca- 
mixtle proper is a disappointment. 
The Toteco and Cerro Azul pools 
are the unchallenged oil pools of 
Mexico today and are comparative- 
ly virgin. 

“Very recently the Huasteca Pe- 
troleum Company brought in a big 
well in Tierra Blanca, which . lies 
just north of Tuxpam River. Oper- 
ators are commencing to go south 
of the Tuxpam River again, and it 
is from this territory that much may 
be looked for in the future. 

“Panuco, to the north, in my 
opinion, reached its apex in the 
spring of 1920. The field, which 
spreads over a considerable area, is 
being rapidly invaded by salt water. 
The professional oil operators are 
not waiting for salt water to drown 
out the production of the country, 
but are busily engaged in seeking 
new pools to supplant the old. With 
the recent completions in the south- 
ern fields we probably have a po- 
tential production of some 800,000 
barrels per day which is more than 
pipe-line capacity to the coast. Pa- 
nuco holds up with over 100,000 
barrels per day. 

“Producing companies are invad- 
ing the State of Tamaulipas and the 
isthmus country. There is no oc- 
casion for panicky pessimism in so 
far as the ultimate exhaustion of 
Mexican oil fields is concerned.”
